But befo re yo u begin yo ur 1944 can­ 
ning o f all other v eg etables, Go o d-Ho jase- 
keeping wants to tell yo n ho w to axo id 
a danger that may o ccur in ho me-canned 
fo o d—a danger reco gnized by many au­ 
tho rities, including the U. S. Department 
o f Agriculture. 


T h a t d a n g e r is b o tu lin u s fo o d p o is ­ 
o n in g ! 


Bo tulinus po iso ning co mes fro m bac­ 
teria that live in the so il and cling to veg­ 
etables. It is rare—but it isn’t co nfined to 
just a few parts o f the co untry, as .'-o me 
peo ple thinlc. 


Bo tulinus germs may be o n the fo o d 
y ou can. They ■rust be destro yed. When­ 
ev er these bactei a are jvpso nt in the fo o 4 
and are no t destro yed dufing the canning 


pro cess, they gradually pro duce 
a to xin 
which is po iso no us. 


It takes ho tter-than-builing heat to kill 
bo tulinus germs. Neither ho t-water bath 
no r o pen-kettle canning pro xides eno ugh 
heat to destro y them. That is why xve ad- 
vise: the only safe way to can low’-acid 
v eg eta ble—which 
means 
all 
v eg etables 
ex cept tomatoes—-is by the correct use of 
a pressure cookCT! 


If yo u do n't already o wn a pressure 
co o ker, yo u’ll be glad to kno w that the 
Go xernment is allo wing tJie manufacture 
o f 400.no t! new co o kers fo r sale this sum­ 
mer, witho ut prio rities. 


If yo u can't buy a pressure co o ker, bo r­ 
ro w x'o ur neighbo r’s . . . o r perhaps yo u’ll 
find o ne available thro ugh a co mmunity 
canning gro up. If no t, fo rm yo ur o wn 
co mmunity gro up, and buy o ne. 
To be 
safe, don’t can low-acid v eg etables any 


other wa y . 


We take this o ppo rtunity to issue two 
further warnings: 1. Oxen canning is dan­ 
gero us. It has caused many serio us acci­ 
dents to perso ns and to pro perty. Shun it! 
2. All ho me-canned fo o ds sho uld be ex­ 
a m i n e d carefully when o pened. 
If there 
is t'vuderue o f spo ilage, the fo o d sho uld s 
no t be used.
